Its Boundaries 


In its time the boundaries of 
today’s Yemen included a country 
called Sheba. And the Queen of 
Sheba once went to visit Solomon. 

Excavations were begun at She- 
ba’s city of Marib . . . but had to 
be abandoned because of the 
blackmail of the ruler. 


Marib was a city on the rich 
trade routes. Now it is sand. But 
the Queen of Sheba (see the 
books of Kings) ruled a rich and 
luxurious nation in her time. All 
the riches of India and Africa 
were brought to Sheba and tran- 
shipped by caravans or Red Sea 
vessels to all the then known 
world. 


Wealthy herself, she nonethe- 
less was astounded at Solomon’s 
comforts. 

She presented him with 120 
talents of gold (about $200,000), 
rich spices, precious and semi- 
precious stones. She brought 
along other gé@ods in ships, in- 
cluding hardwood trees, probably 
mahogany, from which building 
pillars, too: tough for termites, 
were made. 


None knows how long she tar- 
ried. But belief persists a race 
of people resulted from that visit. 
The Abyssinians proudly claim to 
be descended from the children 
born to the Queen of Sheba with 
Solomon as their father. 

One further fact should be 
noted. It may have been mere 
coincidence, but Solomon’s af- 
fairs declined in the years fol- 
lowing the return home of Sheba's 
queen. 

The ruins of Marib lie about 60 
miles out from the. present capi- 
tal of Yemen. There was around 
there rubble of a great dam, 
built seven hundred years before 
the birth of Christ. and destroyed 
a century after its construction.

Ex-Missile Chief Hints 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (®—Retired Rear Adm. Delmer S. 
Fahrney, once head of the Navy’s guided missile program, said to- 
day reliable reports indicate that ‘‘there are objects coming into our 
atmosphere at very high speeds.”’ 


Fahrnaey told a news conference 
that, ‘‘No agency in this country 
or Russia is able to duplicate at 
this time the speeds and acceler- 
ations which radars and observers 
indicate these flying objects are 
able to achieve.” 

Fahrney said he never has seen 
a flying saucer but has talked 
with a number of scientists and 
engineers who reported seeing 
strange flying objects. 

He added. there are signs that 
“‘an intelligence” directsssuch ob- 
9 “because of the way they

“They are not entirely actuated 
by automatic equipment,” he 
said, ‘ way they change posi-

Venus and Mars 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (#—Russian 
scientists are working on plans to 
send TV cameras in rockets to the 
moon and the planets Venus and 
Mars, Radio Moscow reported to- 
night. 

The project, cailed Cosmic TV, 
was described by Soviet scientist 
Yuri Slepkevich in a_ broadcast 
beamed to Britain. 

Slepkevich said it is proposed 
te send up the TV equipment in 
rocket-propelled laboratory tanks, 
controlled by radio from. the 
earth. At suitable moments cam- 
ers would take pictures and im- 
ages would be transmitted back to 
the earth. 

A flight to Venus, he calculated, 
would take 146 days. On the last 
day of the trip the cameras would 
take up to 8,000 pictures, grinding 
away until the apparatus crashes 
on the surface of the planet. 

Transmitting TV signals such 
great distances still presents se- 
rious problems, Slepkevich said, 
but he thought flights might be 
attempted between 1962 and 1967.

LONDON, Jan. 16 (UP)—Mos- 
cow Radio, commenting on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s budget mes- 
sage, advised Americans today ‘‘to 
say goodby to hopes that the taxa- 
tion burden might be eased.” 

“During the recent election cam- 
paign, Republican Party leaders 
frequently promised to stop the 
arms drive, to take constructive 
steps to ban atomic weapons and 
to reduce the burden of taxation,” 
a commentator on Moscow Ra- 
dio’s home service said.

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Ike’s New Budget 
Hits Record High 


President Eisenhower's budget mes- 
sage to Congress was about as expected. 
It éalls for a record peacetime outlay, in- 
cluding a boost of more than two billion 
dollars in military spending. 

‘The total calls for $71,800,000,000, ap- 
' proximately three-fourths of which -will 
go for national security programs, foreign 
economic and military aid and the na- 
tional debt. 

‘The President’s proposals, of course, 
mean no tax reductions. He predicted an- 
other balanced budget—even a surplus— 
if present tax structures are left intact. 
He also promised a _ reduction in the 
national debt—provided there are no 
_ changes in taxes this year. 

Admitting that tax rates are still too 
high, the President declared that “urgent 
national responsibilities” foreclose a gen- 
eral tax cut now. The nation is still in a 
worldwide struggle with aggressive com- 
/ munism, as events in the Middle East and 
elsewhere continue to remind us. 

Added costs to the military comes as 
a result of expensive new weapons, nu- 
clear types and guided missiles. And 
whatever the cost, the United States can- 
not. fall behind the Soviet Union in 
weapons development nor lag in military 
strength as long as no workable disarma- 
‘ment program can be agreed upon. 

With national income at an all-time 
high and with the national debt also at 
a record, reductions in the latter should 
come before tax cuts. Gradual lowering 
of the debt also should have the effect of 
curbing inflation. Debts are more easily 
paid off in periods of high income. 

The budget will be accepted substan- 
tially as proposed. It should be examined 
thoroughly by Congress to eliminate un- 
necessary spending. While the bulk is for 
national security, domestic spending also is 
climbing steadily. In fact, some of it out- 
deals the New Deal in public works and 
welfare. 

In the face of world and domestic 
situations, however, the era of heavy fed- 
eral expenditures is far from over. Amer- 
ica’s position of leadership and our own 
national security adds up to just about 
what the President has requested.

Georgia Should Extend 


Voter Registration Date 


Sen. Fred Bentley of Marietta has in- 
troduced a bill in the Georgia Senate 
which would allow voter registration up 
to 60 days before a primary or general 
election. 

The bill certainly merits wholehearted 
support and enactment into law. 

Georgia’s present law providing a reg- 
istration deadline six months before the 
date of the general election is unrealistic 
and badly needs revision. The deadline 
it establishes is one of the earliest in the 
nation. 

Under the present system, a great cry 
goes up just before elections to “get out 
the vote” and let the voice of democracy 
speak. If the lawmakers really want the 
state to record as heavy a vote as pos- 
sible, they will endorse a later deadline 
for registration. 

Another progressive movement is the 
growing support for late primaries. The 
Atlanta League of Women Voters and the 
Active Voters organization favor Sen. 
Charlie Brown’s bill to move the date 
of the Atlanta primary from May to 
October. 

The Active Voters’ group is right in 
maintaining that uniform dates for pri- 
mary elections should be fixed as close as 
practical to the date of the general elec- 
tion. That principle should hold true at 
both the local and state levels. 

Early primaries, just as early regis- 
tration deadlines, serve no purpose other 
than favoring established political ma- 
chines. Late primaries permit the weigh- 
ing of issues and thorough investigation 
of candidates. They also cut down on 
the length of time a lame duck goes 
through the motions of filling office.

Congress Gives Dulles 


Deserved Third Degree 


The Eisenhower administration’s ef- 
forts to extend the Truman Doctrine or 
the containment policy to the Middle 
East has run into considerable congres- 
sional opposition. But it will be adopted 
finally—including the economic aid fea- 
tures—because it is the only way. 

The most regrettable aspect, of course, 
is the fact that the current crisis need 
never have occurred had the administra- 
tion and Secretary of State Dulles faced 
up to the facts earlier. Instead, the facts 
were hidden while the administration as- 
sured the nation that “All’s well in the 
Middle East” during a campaign year. 

Things were not all well. Mr. Dulles 
even says the Middle East will be lost to 
the Communists within a year unless 
Congress approves the request. He is 
probably right but how and why did he 
. 
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and the administration once more go to 
the brink and at much greater cost be- 
fore going to Congress and the nation 
with the facts? 


The secretary deserves the going over 
that Congress is giving him. But in the 
end, the administration request will be 
granted because there’s no alternative to 
Communist domination of the _ region. 


Let ‘Ability To Pay’ Be 
More Than a Phrase 


Proposals by the State Department of 
Education that the Legislature repeal the 
1953 freeze on the “chargeback” on local 
funds in paying the costs of schools de- 
serve close examination. 


While the intent is good ahd the move 
perhaps necessary, it should be consid- 
ered in light of the whole problem of 
school financing. 


If the chargeback is unfrozen, it is 
only fair that the state begin to finance 
at the same time the Minimum Founda- 
tion Program on a current basis. It should 
go ahead, too, with state aid to the grow- 
ing school systems in building funds. The 
latter have been frozen since 1952, leav- 
ing thousands of children entering school 
each year without state aid for class- 
rooms. 


Under the “chargeback” contained in 
the original Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram, school programs of the various 
counties supposedly were “equalized” 
through a setoff of “ability to pay” on 
the one hand and “need” on the other. 


That is all very well and good. But 
the system now used which accepts the 
ridiculous property evaluations made by 
some counties themselves and the wide 
variations in such evaluations county by 
county simply shifts more and more of 
the local burden to the state and to those 
counties who have accepted their local 
responsibilities. 


If repeal of the chargeback freeze is 
merely a device to protect those counties 
and cities who refuse to accept their just 
share of the load, the state will find itself 
paying still more of the local school obli- 
gations in most counties while the grow- 
ing systems will be pushed further toward 
the limit of local support. 


“Ability to pay” should be more than 
just a phrase. While the wealthier coun- 
ties can and will continue to pay more, 
all counties should pay their just share 
locally.

Governor Acts Wisely 
On School Attendance 


Gov. Griffin is to be commended for 
his willingness to go along with a com- 
promise on the bill to repeal compulsory 
school attendance to make it effective 
only if a court orders school integration. 

This approach is much more realistic 
than to abolish a useful measure before 
there is a reason for it. 

Under the emotional and _ political 
pressures of the agonizing racial question, 
it is easy to go too far, too quickly. That 
is what the original compulsory attend- 
ance repeal measure did. 

In his report to the state and the Leg- 
islature Tuesday, the governor placed 
education at the top of the list of Geor- 
gia’s duties to the people. His action in go- 
ing slow on the school attendance law 
backs up his words. 
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Restricting Search Right 
Would Aid the Criminal 


A man’s house is his castle. 

The premise is a foundation stone for 
the Anglo-Saxon concept of liberty. 

The legal key to that castle is what 
the laws calls a search warrant. 

A search warrant is documentary evi- 
dence of the right to enter or search a 
man’s home or place of business, provided 
the warrant has been properly authorized 
and bears the name and address of the 
individual involved, with a statement of 
purpose for entering and a description of 
that for which the search is made. 

However, a warrant is not required 
if an officer sees or knows that a crime 
is being committed or is in “hot pursuit” 
of one who has just committed a crime. 

Comes now State Sen. Bobby Lee Cook 
with a bill that would further restrict 
search, seizure and arrest by ruling as 
inadmissible, evidence seized in “unlaw- 
ful search, etc.” 

A like bill passed in the 1956 session 
of the Legislature was vetoed by the gov- 
ernor, who evidently believed court and 
law enforcement officials when they told 
him such a law would hamper crime con- 
trol and justice. | 

The honest, law-abiding citizen has 
little to fear under existing laws regard- 
ing search, seizure and arrest.

Defendants in Criminal Trials 


Don’t Have To Tell the Truth 


Whether the Legislature will give the idea more than a passing 
glimpse is doubtful but Georgia needs to revise certain court pro- 
cedures in the interests of justice and protection for the innocent. 
This state still has court rules which permit a defendant to take the 
stand without being sworn to tell the truth. He may make any state- 
ment he wishes without fear of cross-examination. 


To say that such a rule is out- 
moded is putting it mildly. Few 
states any longer permit a de- 
fendant in a criminal case to at- 
tempt to sway a jury’s opinion 
without being accountable for what 
he tells. 


Grand juries in a number of 
areas of Georgia have called spe- 
cific attention to the need for re- 
vising court procedures to require 
swearing of the defendant and pro- 
vide that he may be cross-exam- 
ined to establish the truth of his 
statement. 


Judges likewise have seen the 
injustices done in court by such 
unsworn statements, yet they are 
powerless to do anything about the 
defendant's wild stories and utter 
falsehoods. 


Witnesses who testify in the 
courtroom under oath sometimes 
depart from the truth out of 
malice, kinship or friendship and 
fear or hope of personal reward, 
but such witnesses are subject to 
trial on charges of perjury. Yet the 
person on trial in the particular 
case may walk to the witness stand 
and speak at length without being 
cross-examined or sworn to tell the 
truth. 

The innocent must be protected 
but this phase of court procedure 
is no help to the person who is not 
guilty as charged in an indictment. 


The truth will serve to exonerate 
the innocent and cross-examination 
can go a long way toward estab- 
lishing the difference between truth 
and falsehood. 

Attempts have been made before 
to modernize court procedure with 
reference to defendant testimony 
and they will be made again. Even- 
tually the sought-after revisions 
will be made into law.

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God’s Word Eases 
Agony of Sorrow 


Sooner or later every person must face up to 
of sorrow. Many things bring sor- 
row: Death of a loved one, disappointment in 


the experience 


someone we trusted, loss of something we prized, a child gone astray, 
loneliness and countless other things. Sorrow is a shocking experience 
that often shakes the very foundations of our lives. Many never re. 
cover from sorrow because they do not have the inner resources to 


cope with it. 

There is no quick and easy an- 
swer for sorrow and in a very real 
sense we never overcome sorrow. 
After I had conducted the funeral 
of a child, the mother said to me, 
“Will I ever get over my sorrow?”’ 
I asked, “Do you ever want to 
get over it?’’ We keep our sorrows 
but they can either make us bitter 
or better. 

The Bible has the answer for 
sorrow. Consider these words: 

(1) “For his anger endureth but 
a moment; in his favor is life: 
Weeping may endure for a night, 
but joy cometh in the morning” 
(Psalm 30:5). The sorrow is per- 
manent but your agony over it is 
not. At moments God’s face does 
seem cold and stern but only for 
moments. His favor, which in- 
cludes His loving concern, is for 
life. And every dark night is 
coomed by the’ sunrise which is 
sure to follow. Knowing there is 
light ahead, we have strength to 
carry on through the darkness. 

(2) *‘And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain: For 
the former things are passed 


“away” (Revelation 21:4). St. John 


spoke those beautiful words as a 
result of his vision of the eternal 
City of God in the heavens. They

reveal to us a certain end to our 


tears and there are times when 
the only solution to our sorrows is 
in God's great eternity. 


But those words also reveal the 
character of God—the kind, loving 
Father stopping to wipe tears from 
the eyes of His children.

God is near to us at all times 
but when our spirits are crushed 
we feel that nearness more readily 
ard completely. In such moments 
we know He has kept His promise: 
“I will not leave you comfortless’’ 
(John 14:18). 


Drought Trip Tests 
Ike’s Full Recovery 


WITH PRESIDENT ON DROUGHT TRIP: 
TUCSON, Ariz.—If anything were needed to show 
President Eisenhower's recouped vigor and stam- 


ina this three-day, 4,600-mile, seven-stop, dawn-to-dusk drought trip has 
done it. Few people, I suspect, think much about the President's health 
any more or are very concerned about it. 


What an exacting trip like this 
does is not so much reassure the 
country that the President is well 
recovered but reassures Eisen- 
hower himself that.when the going 
gets rough he does not have to 
spare himself much, if at all. 

He has not been sparing himself 
on this far-ranging inspection of 
the parched and_é— dust-blown 
drought-land of the Great Plains. 
Compared with the routine in the 
White House, however eventful, 
this has been a strenuous ordeal, 
an almost continuous succession of 
two-to-six-hour flights, motor travel 
after landing to some of the most 
blighted sections, repeated confer- 
ences with local officials and an 
early morning take-off to begin it 
all over. 

‘The question which concerns us 
all is whether, in the wake of his 
recovery from his heart attack and 
his ileitis operation, Eisenhower 
can maintian the pace necessary 
to discharge the exacting, strenu- 
ous, never-ending responsibilities 
of the presidency. 

It seems to me that the Presi- 
dent’s recent and current schedule 
is more reassuring than the most 
optimistic medical report: 

(1) Long, critical conversations 
with Nehru of India;

(2) Preparation of State-of-the- 
Union message; 

(3) Two days of meetings with 
the legislative leaders, budget 
message and economic report; 

(4) Formulation of new Middle 
East policy; 

(5) Two personal appearances 
before Congress in five days; 

(6) And now seven conferences 
with drought experts in two days 
and not much sleep in between. 

This agenda of duties, decisions, 
consultations and heavy travel sug- 
gests that Eisenhower does not 
have to favor himself inordinate- 
ly; in fact, quite the opposite. He 
shows no ill effects, no serious 
strain. 

It is fair to conclude, I think, 
that the President is well and re- 
silient and that he has demon- 
strated now to his own satisfac- 
tion that he can not only maintain 
his normal schedule but can 
step it up strenuously whenever 
circumstances require. 

This trip illustrates there is no 
longer any tendency to put down 
the President’s workload nor to 
shield him from hard issues and 
controversial, administration de- 
bate which must precede high lev- 
el decisions,

tund gentleman of newspaper photographs, half of the team of Dixon 
and Yates, big utilities tycoons of 2 Rector St., New York. They were 
sponsors of that Dixon-Yates deal which was exposed in Congress as 


an attempt to undermine TVA. 

You remember, too, how con- 
gressional committees disclosed 
how this scheme was cooked up in 
the Eisenhower administration. 
Then how one of those who helped 
to plan it was working both for the 
government and for private inter- 
ests, so that in the end the govern- 
ment cancelled the contract which 
it had initiated in the first place. 

Dixon reappears now in the role 
of lobbyist, though what he is. tech- 
nically is head of a ‘‘task force’ 
set up by Edison Electric Institute, 
the trade association of the utili- 
ties. His assigned job is ‘‘to keep 
the government out of the atomic 
power business,’’ as it is phrased, 
and to seek government subsidies 
for private companies which enter 
the atomic-power field. P 

It is appropriate that Dixon a 
pears in this role. He is a symbol 
of the politically powerful private 
power companies which, since the 
advent of the sympathetic Ejisen- 
hower administration, have been 
trying to disrupt the government’s 
public-power program, 

At. the same time the private 
power companies have been work- 
ing to get control of the newest 
form of energy—atomic power— 


-and on terms most favorable to 


them. 


Anybody who has followed the 


course of history in the last few 
years would have thought that we 
might have learned a lesson from 
our unfortunate experience during 
the 1920s with what courageous 
public servants of znother era 
bluntly ‘called the “Power Trust.” 
You would think that we would be 


careful to protect the public inter- 
est as we begin to develop this 
new source of energy. 

But we seem headed along the 
same route with atomic power, 
even though 14 billion dollars of 
public money has gone ihto devel- 
opment of atomic energy both for 
military and civilian use. It ought 
to belong to us, the taxpayers. 

A number of giant utilities and 
other industrial enterprises got in 
on the ground floor during the war 
emergency through government 
contracts. They are in a preferred 
position to get control of this new 
form of energy, just as a few big 
utilities got control of electric en- 
ergy. 

They are at the same time hold- 
ing back and demanding special 
terms, including government sub- 
sidies, so that we are lagging be- 
hind Russia, Britain and France in 
development of atomic power. 

We, the public, become the goats. 
We paid the enormous cost of de- 
veloping atomic energy by the gov- 
ernment in the first instance. We 
will pay again to get private indus- 
try into the field. Then, when 
atomic power is a reality, we'll 
pay again in the rates charged for 
its use. . 7

The finesse is a basic part of 
‘any declarer’s repertoire. How- 
ever, many players, once they 
are acquainted with this play, be- 
come infected with ‘‘finesse-itis.’’ 
They subsequently look for oppor- 
tunities to finesse and frequently 
make plays that on the surface 
present the appearance of a fi- 
nesse, but are not even closely 
related. The declarer in today’s 
hand went set on just such a play. 

After South had rebid hearts, 
North had something of a prcb- 
lem and feared to complicate 
matters by bidding another new 
suit. So he offered a delayed raise 
on slightly shaded trump support. 

West cashed the king and queen 
of spades and then shifted to the 
eight of diamonds, which was won 
‘in dummy. South,

As a musician Toscanini rep- 
resented absolute, uncompromis-| 
ing integrity. He strove earnest-| 
ly to realize as exactly as pos-| 
sible the composer's intentions as| 


printed in the musical score. To! 
achieve perfection he drove mu- 
Sicians relentlessly, himself hard- 
est of all. | 

Because of his weak eyesight, | 
and because, as he put it, “The 
conductor should have the score 


in his head rather than his head 
in the score,’’ Toscanini mem- 
orized every work which he con- 
ducted. 

From memory he was able to 
correct any error made by the! 


musicians, even in a_ full or-| 
chestral tutti. Despite his en- 
cyclopedic memory he was con- 


stantly restudying works

“and will have a stabilizing effect 
on the industry. It creates a ceil- 
ing beyond which we hope the 
Japanese will not go. But we 
should keep in mind that it is a 
unilateral promise on the pert of 
Japanese manufacturers.

Forbes added that “until we 
have some assurance from the 
national government that it wil!

The 235 million square yard 
ceiling offered by the Japan Ex- 
port Council would include 113 
million square yards of cotton 
cloth and 122 million yards of 
made-up goods. Velveteen exports 
will be limited to 2% million 


square yards; and combed yarn 
fabrics 26 million square yards. 
In made-up goods, limits will be 
placed on pillowcases, handker- 
chiefs, brassieres, T-shirts, and 
other items. The council did not 
give a breakdown. Controls al- 
ready exist for blouses, sport 
shirts, shorts and damask table 
cloth. 

The Export Council is com- 
posed of representatives of all 
Japanese cotton mills and ex- 
ports. The council approved the 
secret meeting Wednesday after- 
noon, the newspaper Yomiuri 
said. The agreement was a com- 
promise between the original 
Japanese offer to export 270 mil- 
lion yards and the first Ameri- 
can demand of a limit of 220 mil- 
lion square yards.

No one is as close to a baseball team as its trainer. 
When the clubhouse doors are closed to newsmen, the 
trainer hears the praise and criticism a manager levels 
at his players.
